To the Honorable Board of Trustees.—Gen- 
tlemen: We complete this evening the four- 
teenth annual session of the Southern Medi- 
cal college, and I am pleased to report that 
we celebrate tonight an era of unprece- 
dented prosperity 

Sipce the last commencement the promise 
of a new em ay gy been realized, and the 
current session has been held within its 
spacious walls. It is hard to imagine one 
more properly constructed for the purpose of 
medica! teaching. and the unanimous verdict 
has been that it is a fit crowning for the 
institution that has bee 
successful. 

The session just closing has been one of 
very gratifyin roportion in the number in 
attendance. e have never attempted to at- 

ain large numbers of students at a sacrifice 
of ow standard, and at this time it is impos- 
sible in the south to have a strict college and 
a large attendance. There are too many col- 
leges where the graduation is the invariabie 
result of the attendance upon two courses 
of lectures. In the Southern Medical college 
we are proud to say this is not the case. 

In reference to the increase of the atten- 
dance upon lectures and an increase of the 
demands for graduation, we have to say 
that we are in sympathy with the movement 
looking to three courses of six months each, 
and our school has co-operated with the 
southern colleges in the effort to establish an 
association comprising the schools of this 
section with these uniform requirements.

A GREAT SCHEME FOR ATHENS, 


The Merchants and the Macon and North- 
ern— The Dairy School- Gossip 
and Personal. 


Athens, Ga., March 2.— (Special.) — There 
Wa great developing scheme on foot, with 
great possibility of suecess, that in event 
it does succeed will prove of incalculable 
wenefit to Athens and this section of Geor- 
gia, and add to the material development 
and wealth of the state. 

The contemplated enterprise is to chain 
the dashing Tallulah river and convert it 


‘into a means of supplying electricity with 


which all the manufacturing interests in 
this section may be supplied at a nominal 
cost. This is a giant undertaking, but it 
can and most likely will be accomplished. 

For some time there have been at Tal- 
lulah Falls capitalists of large wealth. 
They hail from Connecticut and Minnesota. 
They have been carefully investigating the 
country surrounding the falls, taking notice 
of its splendid resources and great possibil- 
— of improvement at the hand of capi- 
tal. 

These gentlemen have given cut their 
intentions and Mr. W. V. Lauraine, re- 
ceiver of the Blue Ridge and Atlantic rail- 
road, is aiding them in every way possible. 
(They intend to build an immense dam 
across the Tallulah river a tile above 
the falls, thus backing the waters of the 
river for miles and miles above and con- 
verting it into a vast lake. 

This will give them an immense Water 
power and their purpose and intention 1s 
to put in a powerful electric plant with 
which they say they can supply electric 
motive power to every city and town in 
this section of the state, and that at a 
normal cost. If carried into operation, 
these plans will be povel ones in Georzin. 
and will somewhat fevolutionize the manu- 
facturing interests of this section. 

The Blue Ridge and Atlantic. 


With this improvement necessarily comes 
the extension of the Blue Ridge and At- 
lantic road to Knoxville, Tenn. Receiver 
Lauraine has agreed to extend the road to 
the manufacturing site about a mile above 
the present terminus, and says that it is 
but a question of time until the road is 
put through to Knoxville. If these gentle- 
men carry their plans to completion they 
will have to have a western outlet and 
the extension of the Blue Ridge and At- 
lantic naturally follows.

A QUESTION OF LAW 


Ralsed as to the Trial for Lunacy of Miss 
Julia Force. 

Editor Constitution—The importance of the 
issues raised in the proceedings by virtue of 
which Miss Julia Force was. pronounced in- 
sane, ordered to be sent to the lunatic 
asylum, ~ nds further legal investigation, 
and the writer is confident he voices the sen- 
timents of the conservative citizens of Ful- 
ton county in commending Solicitor General 
Hill for his expressed determination to pro- 
ceed in the usual manner to call upon Miss 
Force to answer for the murder of her sis- 
ters. ; 

With no desire to, in any manner, cali 
in question the integrity of Ordinary Calhoun 
or the jury which, under a commission of 
lunacy issued by him, decided Miss Force in- 
sane, yet if that decision is allowed to stand, 
the criminal courts of the state might as 
well be closed as far as the graver class of 
crime is concerned. 

lf a murder can be committed (and the more 
atrocious the circumstances the better), 
and the murderer or his or her friends can a 
day or two thereafter — 1 a commission 
of lunacy from the ordinary (who, likewise, 
may be a friend of the murderer or his or 
her friends), who summons a jury of friends 


Tf the murderer and holds a star chamber 


court of inquiry, where none are admitted 
save witnesses and the lawyers representin 

the murderer or friends thereof (and al 
friendly to the murderer and friends and anx- 
fous to shield the murderer from the results 
of his or her crimes), only friendly testimon 

is heard, all questions that mies bring fort 

unpleasant facts carefully abstained from, 
jury promptly render verdict of insanity, or- 
dinary commits murderer to lunatic asylum, 
shortly thereafter he or she is pronounced 
sane and restored to the bosom of his or her 
family—how very nice for the murderer! But 
is it law? 

Even if Miss Force had commit ted no crime, 
but was deemed a fit subject of inquiry as to 
her mental condition, the 
lunacy was improperly issued and the verdict, 
therefore, illegal and void. 

Section 1855 of the code reads as follows: 

Upon the petition of any person on oath, 
setting forth that another is liable to have a 
guardian appointed under the provisions of 
this article, or is subject to be committed to 
the lunatic asylum of this state, the ordina 
upon proof that ten days’ notice of such appli- 
cation has been given to the three nearest 
adult relatives of such — or that there 
is no such relative within this state, shall is- 
sue a commission, ete.“ 

And in the case of Morton et al. v. Sims, 
reported in 64 Ga. Reports, the supreme 
court decided that the ten days’ notice re- 
quired in above section is to be strictly con- 
strued; that if the petitioner or titioners 
is or are the nearest adult relatives, then 
said notice must be given to the three next 
nearest adult relatives, and if there be none 
such within the state. then to the defendant 
or to a guardian ad litem appointed for the 
purpose of representing the defendant; and 
that in every case the defendant ought like- 
wise to have ten days’ notice of said appli- 
cation and time and oe of hearing. 

the ten days’ notice was legally given to 
Miss Force and her three nearest adult rela- 
tives, then the application must have been 
filed a number of days before she murdered 
her sisters; if not, only one or two days’ no- 
tice must have been given, if given at all, 
and in either event the commission was II- 
legally issued, and, according to the ruling of 
the supreme court in the above cited case, 
the verdict pronouncing her insane illegal 
and her present incarceration in the Fulton 
county jail manifestly unjust and unlawful. 

But when a crime has been committed, has 
the ordinary any jurisdiction over the criminal 

lunacy proceedings, at least until after 
trial and conviction or acquittal in the crimi- 
nal court? The e seems to clearly indi- 
cate another line of procedure. 

Section 4299 provides that: Whenever the 
plea of insanity is filed it shall be the duty 
of the court to cause the issue on that plea 
to be first tried by a special jury and if found 
to be true the court shall order the defendant 
to be delivered to the superintendent of the 
asylum, there to remain until discharged by 
the general assembly.“ 

And section 4666 and subsection sets forth 
the manner in which the ordinary and sheriff 
shall proceed when, after conviction, a crimi- 
nal is believed to be insane, to ascertain that 
fact and if so found, directing criminal to be 
sent to Ignatic asylum until recovery, when 
the original sentence is to be carried out. 

Therefore, where the criminal before con- 
viction is believed to be insane, a plea of in- 
sanity must be filed in the superior court and 
tried before a special jury and, course, 
where the solicitor general is present to con- 
duct the case in behalf of the state, to exam- 
ine such witnesses as he may deem necessary 
and cross-examine witnesses on behalf of de- 
fendant in such manner as will bring forth 
the whole truth, so that the jury can decide 
from all the facts and not merely from one- 
sided statements. Then if the jury decides the 
defendant sane, the trial on the indictment 
e if insane, defendant is sent to the 
unatic asylum until discharged by general 
assembly, and not merely on the examina- 
tion of a phyaician or physicians. : 

Before concluding, the writer must call 
attention to the testimony of one of the pby- 
sicians in the tral of Miss Force before the 
ordinary. If the published account of the evi- 
dence of Dr. 
ly advanced theories regarding insanity never 
laid down by writers on the subject and the 
lack of his knowledge has caused hundreds 
of insane persons to be hanged. He gave as 
his reason for believing Miss Force to be in- 
sane, that if she had been sane when she 
killed Miss Minnie Force, the horror’ of the 
scene would have overcome her and thus pre- 
vented her from gg 2 Miss Florence. Apply 
that theory to the Woolfolk case—Woolfoik, 
if sane, would have been overcome with hor- 
ror after killing the first victim in his family 
and would thus have been prevented from 
killing the others. Therefore, as he did kill 
the others, he was insane (according to Dr. 
Baird) and was improperly convicted. 

If_physicians would read the views of our 
supreme court, as set forth in 47th 
reports, regarding expert testimon they 
might fully understand and appreciate the 
situation of the fellow who was spoiiing for 
a fight—and got it and a sound ne to 
boot. Afterwards when asked how he felt,

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‘Changes 
MADE BY THE CITY POLITICIANS. 


The Election of Members of the Board of 
Education Taken Out of the Board’s 
Hands—The City’s Waterworks. 


lumbus, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the city council last night 
some legislation was enacted that has pro- 
duced a considerable amount of unfavorable 
comment. Until now the board of trustees 
of public schools has been a self-pepetua- 
ting body, the election to fill vacancies being 
left with the board itself. 

The idea was to keep so important a mat- 
ter of public schools out of city politics. 
For sometime, however, there has been a 
sentiment in the present council against 
this method of self perpetuity, the opponents 
claiming that it was not republican and 
that the board was fenced in by the impe- 
rialism of self-elective perpetuity and that 
it ‘Would have the tendency to cause its 
members not to be in touch with the people. 

Those who wanted the system continued 
in operation as it has been for about twenty- 
eight years, pointed to the splendid schools 
that have been built up under the system and 
declared that it was an evidence of the ex- 
cellence of the plan. Let well @uough 
alone,” was their motto, A large number 
of the very best citizens of Columbus were 


favorable to the system and a petition signed 


by the most representative men of the city 
was sent into the council last night asking 
for a postponement of action, but it was dis- 
ron ed and an ordinance passed putting 
thé election in the hands of the council. 

The council declares that it was only 
the principle they were striking at and not. 
the individual members of the board, but 
it is thought that changes will occur in all 
departments, since the ward politicians are 
now at liberty to dabble in school affairs. 
‘To the victor belongs the spoils,” and the 
ossibilities are that the spoils will bg taken. 
Should the present board resign a new 
board elected by the council would probably 
be willing to be dictated to and the super- 
intendency of the schools might be put into 
entirely different hands. It is not posi- 
tively known that such is the design, but 
a number of the people think so. 

The city will in all probabilities have 
an election soon, for the purpose of issuing 
bonds for city improvements. Improvement 
is the cry among the more proggressive 
citizens of Columbus, and the time seems 
to be near at hand when a conservatism that 
has amounted to lethargy will give way to 
progressive ideas, and regressive opinions 


will be relegated to the rear. 


A committee was appointed last night to 
make a full and complete investigation of 
the necessities gf the city as the water 
supply, the most feasable and practicabie 
method of supplying this want, the esti- 
mate cost of such a supply and the most 
pracitable method of raising the funds to 
carry out such suggestions as may be made. 
The waterwork’s company is a private cor- 
poration and the people are favorable to 
the city owning its own waterworks. 

The streets will be paved, too. Everybody 
favors that, and as soon as bonds can be 
issued and placed, the water will begin.

A Pilea for Just Taxation. 

A brief communication, signed “Farm- 
er,” in another column, presents some 
very strong points in favor of an in- 
come tax. ' 

Our correspondent states the whole 
question in a nutshell, simply by giving 
us a practical illustration of the injustice 
of our present system of taxation. He is 
a farmer—a producer—and all of his 
property, real and personal, is in sight 
where it cannot escape the assessor, and 
it is not exempt under the law. He has 
to pay $100 into the state treasury every 
year in the shape of taxes, while a neigh- 
bor, who is three times richer than he 
is, gets off with lighter taxes because his 


property mainly consists of non-taxable | 
bonds. This injustice discourages men, 


who would otherwise join the ranks of 
the producing classes, They are unwilling 
to pay more taxes than their richer 


neighbors, and this is one reason Why 


so many men drift to the cities to en- 
gage in speculative pursuits. 

The best way to remedy this state of 
affairs is to have an income tax that will 
make every man contribute his just share 
to the expenses of the state. Such a tax 
is eminently fair, and it would lighten 
the burden now borne by those who 
invest their money in real estate and 
other useful property which producers 
find it necessary to hold. 

Unless we can obtain this needed re- 
form in our system of taxation, our rich 
men will very naturally be inclined to 
convert their property into stocks and 
bonds, and leave the owners of homes 
and other real estate to pay an over 
whelmingly disproportionate amount of 
the taxes of the country. In view of 
these facts, it is difficult to sees what 
sound argument cap be brought against 
an income tax. 5

A Happy Thought. 

We find in the Washington correspond- 
ence of The Commercial Bulletin, of 
New York, this paragraph: 

The attempt to raise silver to parity by heavy 
purchases of bullion being an admitted fail- 
ure, the question is being asked what would 
be the result if gold should be refused for the 


new notes, and they should be treated as re- 


deemable only in silver coin. ‘The notes issued 


under the act of 1890 would be placed in a po- 


sition eimllar to that of the silver cer‘ifivates 
issued under the Bland act, and would be- 
come of substantially the same character. 
They would be receivable for all public dues 
and continue to be legal tender under the law. 

The fact that Foster has persistently 
violated the spirit and meaning of the 
law, with respect to the redemption of 
silver notes issued under the Sherman 
act, has led us to believe that he is a 
party to the conspiracy which has been 
going forward to secure a new issue of 
bonds, and would profit by it. The 
charge has been made, but not on this 
ground. 

The correspondent thinks a remedy is 
to be found in the suggestion he makes. 
It is highly original. It is as if some one 
should cry out: “We have been violating 


the law, now let us see what the effect 


of carrying it out will be.” 

It is, indeed, a happy thought. The 
treasury notes issued against bullion sil- 
ver should have been, and should be re- 
deemed in silver dollars, This purpose 
was writ large in the law itself. The 
secretary was given the option of doing 
so, and, if he had been a capable and an 
honest man, careful of his reputation, 
the gold conspiracy, of which he has 
been the center, would have been nipped 
in the bud. 


Bad Advice. 

The Rev. John L. Scudder, of Jersey 
ty, in his sermon last Sunday denounced 
the legislators who voted to license the 
race-gambling ring, and, in the course of 
his remarks, said that the people of 
Trenton should have ridden these mem- 
bers of the legislature on rails, and then 
pitched them into the river. He also 
spoke approvingly of tar and feathers in 
such cases. 

This is wild talk for a minister of the 
gospel, but The Chattanooga News is 
still more extreme in the following para- 
graph concerning three men who had 
outraged two little girls on Walden's 
Ridge: 

There are some who would say turn them 
over to the majesty of the law. The majesty 
of the law. indeed! Such brutes do not de- 
serve to be tried before twelve honest men. 
ljayig alive would not be too severe a pu.- 
ishbment for the merciless hounds. 

These two utterances come from the 
pulpit and the press, north and south. 

In both cases, there is great provoca- 
tion, but are the people of this country 
going to abandon the cause of law and 
order and follow Judge Lynch? Why 
cannot the New Jersey legislators and 
the Walden’s Ridge rufiians be punished 
in a lawful way? 

It is not safe to trust the administration 
of justice to mobs, They are liable to 
make mistakes, and their methods tend to 
anarchy, The only safe course is to 
stand by the law and enforce it. 


A Chapter of Chicago Politics. 

The world’s fair will probably be pre- 
ceded by a political flurry in Chicago of 
a very exciting nature. 

Carter H. Harrison, the editor of The 
Times, has received the democratic nomi- 
nation for the mayoralty, but it is by no 
means certain that he can command the 
solid support of the party, or secure votes 
enough to elect him. 

The nominating convention, last Tues- 
day, was turbulent and riotous beyond 
description. After the committee on cre- 
dentials had reported against seating the 
contesting Hesing delegations, Mr. Wash- 
ington Hesing withdrew his name from 
the convention, and, in a furicus speech, 
charged that it was corruptly packed 
against him. Appealing to his fellow 
democrats and the Germans to stand by 
him and vote for a ticket not headed by 
Harrison, he left the hall. Harrison was 
nominated over ex-Mayor Cregier, the 
only remaining candidate. 

Of course, all the republican papers 
denounce Harrison. and predict bis de- 
feat. The leading democratic papers are 
on the same line. The Herald speaks of 
the nomination as a public calamity, and 
Says: 

Tae candidate is a corrupt, vulgar <nd tur- 
bulent person, whose official career when he 
held the office of mayor years ago constitutes 
a disgraceful chapter in the municipal history 
of Chicago. * * * A disgraceful candidate 
of any party should be defeated. In this 
case it is the duty of democrats to combine 
for the defeat of a bad, weak old man, who 
has stolen credentials of membership in the 
party and claims to be its candidate. A brand- 
ed bolter, who defeated the democratic party 
two years ago, cannot make a decent claim to 
party support now. The packed and fraudu- 
lent delegations in the city convention could 
not give him a valid nomination, He has no 
claim to democratic support. 

The News-Record, an independent 
paper with strong democratic inclinations, 
says: 

The News-Record contends that a p 
non-partisan administration is best for the city 
of Chicago, and that it is the only possible sort 
‘of administration wherein the business ele- 
ment can predominate over rewards for friends 
and punishments for enemies. Taken away 


from partisan politics, with his hands clean 
and free, an independent mayor wouid be a 


blessing to this great municipality. 
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service to the democratic party. 

The indications are that, if the republic- 
ans fail to put out an acceptable candi- 
date, there will be a non-partisan ticket; 
but the situation is further complicated 
by the prospect that Cregier will run as 
a labor candidate, despite the fact of 
his defeat in tlie democratic convention. 

Altogether, Chicago is having a pic- 
turesque flurry of municipal politics, and 
the result cannot be preditted with any 
degree of certainty. 


The outlook now is that the free coinage 
plank in the democratic platform will give 
some of the brethren a good deal of trouble.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In the Popular Science Monthly for March 
is an article on The Decrease of Rural Pop- 
ulation““ by John ©. Rose, of Baltimore, It 
is the most complete and interesting statistical 
matter published on this subject, and well 
worth reading. While the urban population 
increased 47.7 per cent during the decade 
from 1880 to 1890, the rural population in- 
creased only 12.66 per cent, aud in a 
large part of the country, including several 
counties of Maryland and a very extensive sec- 
tion of Virginia, there was a decided decrease. 
Rural New England lost in population during 
the ten years. So did portions of the. west. 
„It is possible to travel from the Bay of Fun- 
dy to the southern bend of the Tennessee 
river—a distance of fifteen hundred miles— 
and not pass through a single county in which 
the rural population is not less than it was 
ten years ago; or go all the way from Boston 
to western lowa, except for the space of 
about five miles, through counties with less 
rural population than they had in 1880, says 
Mr. Rose. He further declares that the more 
rapid increase of the urban population than of 
the rural is under present conditions an eco- 
nomic necessity.’’ The supply of agricultural 
products is increasing faster than the popula- 
tion, and the result is low prices, while the 
improvements in machinery enable farm oper- 
ations to be carrried on with fewer men. The 
subject is a most interesting one, but if the 
present tendency keeps on at the present 
rate, where will it eud?

An income tax is tha only solution of the 
question, and it must come sooner or later. 
It is unjust and undemocratic that those who 
have money should not pay taxes in propor- 
tion to their holdings, just as a poor man is 
required to do. 


Let me give an Illustration. I em a man 


of moderate means. I own a farm on which 
the valuation fixed by assessment requires me 
to pay in taxes every year Into the state 
treasury $100, this being the tax en my real 
estate and personal holdings. As n egricul- 
tural producer, assisting the best I can in 
the development of my state and 
in the constant improvement of my 
property, I do not object to »aying high taxes 
so long as others who ure equally is well 
off as I am pay in the same propyrttion. 

I have a neighbor who lives wiihin sight 
of my house. He is reputed to de worth three 
times the money that I am. His place is a 
small one, only a few acres. He has a pt la- 
tial residence, and lives in keeping) with his 
abundant means. He is a good wen and I 
have nothing to say against him. In looking 
over the tax books the other day I fcund 
that my nelghbor, who is worth three times 
as much as I am, does not pay as uren taxes. 
His income is at least three times as much 
as my own, and yet I am required to con- 
tribute more to the expenses of the state 
than he. 


I am informed that his holdings ave in non- 


taxable bonds. I could have pu“ mr ‘soney 
in the same securities, abandoned my farm 
and lived in comfort. But suppose every man 
who had a little money were to do ihis. What 
would become of the material development of 
the state’s resources, and what ase would the 
agricultural lands of the state be to its peo- 
ple? 

Farming must be done, aud it takes hun- 
dreds of thousands of people to Co it. All 
that we ask is that we be given the same 
consideration that others are given, and that 
we be required to pay no more taxes than 
others who hold property of equal value. In 
other words, if I am a farmer and am worth 
$5,000 all told, 1 ought not be required to pay 
any more taxes than anybody else who is 
worth the same amount of money in stocks, 
bonds, notes or anything else. They take 
that method of securing an income and 1 
turn to mother earth. He is no more outitled 
to relief from taxation than I am. On the 
other hand, if there is to be any favor shown 
it should be shown to those who assist most 
in the material development of the state. 

The income tax is fair to everybody, and 
requires nothing more than that those who 
have money be taxed in just proportion to 
their holdings. FARMER. 


About Freight Rates. 

Editor Constitution—I read with laterest 
The Constitution’s report of the arguments 
made by the railroad officials of the Georgia 
roads in advocacy of an increase of freight 
rates by the Georgia railroad commission. 
Mr. Comer’s table of the gross and net earn- 
ings of his road shows an increase of about 39 
per cent in the gross earnings of his road 
within four years. The same table shows a 
decrease of about 30 per cent in the net 
earnings of his road for the same period. To 
a business man it would seem that the reme- 
dy to be applied in such a case would be a 
reduction in the annual expenses of the road. 
If the gross profit of a merchant shows ap 
increase while his net profit shows & decrease 
the expense account is overhauled and re- 
duced. Why not apply the same business 
methods to the management ofgratiroads? In- 
stead of asking his customers to pay him 
more for his wares in such cases, as the 
railroads propose to do, the wide-awake, suc- 
cessful merchant reduces his expense ac- 
count, especially when his gross profits show 
as healthy an increase as 89 pe . 

To increase the local rates in Georgia 
would 722 operate materially against 
the local shipper, for the distant shipper wil) 
still have a al rate to every competitive 
point. Lonisville and Nashville already have 
an 5 over Atlanta to most points in 
Georgia and Alabama. Atlanta jobbers are al- 
ready handicapped on this account.

After Rusticating in Virginia He Will En- 
gage in Business Here-It Will Go 
Inte Effect Next June. 

Mr. O. A. Licklider has sent in his res- 
ignation of the secretary and the general 
director of the Young Men’s Christian As- 

sociation. 2 

It will not take effect, however, until the 
Ist of June, and his successor will not be 
appointed for several weeks. 

The action of Mr. Licklider wns a great 
surprise to several of the members of the 
board and will occasion general regret 
among the friends of the institution in this 
City. 

For nearly six years he has occupied the 
position of general director and during that 
time the association has grown in 
extent and spirituality. He has been a 
faithful and unremitting worker and de- 
serves the credit of much of the good that 
has been accomplished. 

How It Happened. 


The action of Mr. Licklider, in sending 
in his resignation to the board of directors, 
had been in contemplation for several 
months, although none of his friends were 
apprised of the fact until after he had taken 
the step. 

After sending in his resignation last 
week, he kept it a profound secret, pre- 
ferring that the information to the public 
should come directly from the board of di- 
rectors. The board failed to meet for sev- 
eral days and at last when the meeting 
was held the acceptance of the resignation 
was made conditional on the grounds that 
he would remain in charge of the associa- 
tion until June. 

The health of the secretary for several 
months has not been good, and he has felt 
the wear and tear of his work to be such 
that a rest was needed in order to regain 
his strength, and following upon that idea, 
he resolved to send in his resignation. 

Mr. Licklider Talks. 

“Although I have sent in my resignation, 
I expect to make Atlanta my home. 1 
have been identified with her people so long 
that I do not find it in my heart to live 
anywhere else. My health is very greatly . 
run down, and after 1 leave the associa- 
tion, I shall rusticate for a few weeks on 
the banks ofthe Potomac of Old Virginia. 

“After 1 have spent a short vacation 1 
Shall return to Atlanta and resume my life 
in this city, where I expect to end my days. 
I shall still participate in the work of the 
association, and shall be as ardent in my 
zex for its success as I have ever been. 

“What do you expect to do?’ 

“I have not yet fully decided. I have re- 
ceived one or two flattering offers which 1 
now have under consideration. My prefer- 
ence is for insurance or railroad work, but 
whether or not I shall engage in either has 
not been decided. No matter what happens 
I shall make Atlanta my home. \ 

Mr. Licklider came to this city ‘In the 
spring of 1887 from Lynchburg, Va. The 
new building of the association had not at 
that time been completed, and a great deal 
of work was done after his arrival. As 
an illustration of the good which has been 
accomplished during his administra- 
tion, when Mr. LWieklider came 
to the city, the membership of the associa- 
tion was fifty or sixty. It has now an ac- 
tive membership of 1,200 young men, and 
is still growing. 

Several members ofthe Ladies’ Aux 
iliary have expressed their regret at the 
action of Mr. Licklider in sending in his 
resignation, and Mrs. Johnson, the presi- 
dent of that department, was very warm in 
expressing herself to that effect.

‘There Is a Warrant 
FOR HIM AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 


A Young Man Who Has Been Canvass- 
ing for the Christian Index Said 
to Have Gone Wrong. 


J. C. McMichael, a young Pennsylvanian 
who has been canvassing for The Christian 
Index and The Atlanta Herald, is being 
looked. for by the Atlanta police. 

Two charges have been to the 
police which will be docketed against the 
young man if he can be found. ; 

Mr. McMichael is a young man of ex- 
cellent appearance, and was given the con- 
fidence of his employers to the fullest ex- 
tent. He was about twenty-three years of 
age, and when,he came to Atlanta from 
Virginia last fall, he found little trouble in 
obtaining a good position. He is a native 
of Pennsylvania. He always did his work 
well, and even now his employers can hardly 
believe that he has been guilty of crooked- 


ness. 

Yesterday morning Mr. W. H. MeMichael, 
business manager of The Evening Herald 
and The Christian Index; called at police 
— sea seg and gave the detectives a 
description of young McMichael, and asked 
that he be arrested. 

Mr. MeMichael stated to the officers that 
young McMichael had been in his employ 
for several months as canvasser for The 
Christian Index. e young Man was very 
pious, well educated, energetic and pushing, 
and was thought to be the very man for 
the place. He had done good work for the 
paper; no man ever did better. 

Several days ago he went off on a business 
tour, and nothing was heard of him in 
several days. He was located at Fairburn 
on 22 und a message was sent him 
by Mr. W. i. McMichael, asking him to 
come home. Obedient to the instructions 
of his employer, the young man came home, 
but has not yet raported at the office. He 
has collected a number of accounts for the 
paper for which he has made no return. He 
sent to the office o bill of $38 for two weeks 
board, accounting for that much of the 
money he had collected. Mr. McMichael 
thought that amount too large. 

He wants the young man arrested for 
larceny after trust. 

But this is not all. Yesterday morning, 
Mr. Tom Upchurch, of Fairburn, came to 
Atlanta with a warrant for McMichael’s 
arrest. Several days ago the young man 
went to Fairburn in the interest of The 
Christain Index, and remained there for 
several days. While there he stopped at 
Mr. Upchurch’s hotel. and was received on 
the best of terms as he was a minister. 

Sunday he preached a very impressive 
sermon at Bethany church, a few miles out 
from Fairburn. He was thought to be 
perfectly reliable in every way, but it ap- 
pears that when he left he failed to settle 
a bill of $30 which he was due Mr. Up- 
church. Hence the warrant for cheating 
and swindling. 

Mr. Upchurch called upon Captain Thomp- 
son and turned the warrant over to him. 


It is not known whether McMichael has 


left the city or not.

He Will Probably Appear as a Witness in 
the Trials of Owens and Black Today. 


Those friends of Lewis Redwine, who 
were billed to furnish bail for him just

No bond has been made, and the present 
indications are that none will be. Redwine 
is still is jail, and will probably remain 
there until his trial, which will occur in a 
few weeks. 

It is probable that bail for Redwine would 
have been furnished but for the action in 
trover, which completely staggered his 
friends.

70 THE REWARD OFFERED FOR REDWINE. 


Patrolman Wimbish, Mrs. Oakes and 
Horace Owens File Claims for It - Wim- 
bish Proposes a Compromise. 


That $1,000 reward which President 
Hill offered for the capture of Lewis 
Redwine, the night before the capture 
was effected, now promises to be the 
bone over which a lively contention will 
take place. 

As yet, the reward has not been paid, 
and the indications are that it will not be 
paid for some time to come. 

Up to date, three persons have filed 
claims for it, and the. matter of deciding 
who ig the proper recipient of it will 
eventually devolve upon the courts. 

The first claimant for the money was 
Patrolman J. T. Wimbish, who captured 
Redwine. He put in his claim through 
Chief Connolly, the day following Red- 
wine’s capture, His claim was followed 
quickly by one from Mrs. M. D. L. Oakes, 
at whose home Redwine was caught. 

Monday the attorneys for Horace 
Owens put in a claim for the $1,000. 
This claim is based on Owens's story to 
the effect that he had Redwine under 
arrest, and was intending to turn him 
over to the authorities when his plan was 
broken into by Officer Wimbish appearing 
upon the scene where he had his prisoner 


in hiding, and carrying him off. 


Owens says he will contend for the re- 
ward to the very end, and says he be- 
lieves there is no doubt of his gettimg it. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Oakes and 
Patrolman Wimbish are equally confident 
of getting the money. Mrs. Oakes is un- 
compromising in her attitude in regard 
to the matter, and says that she alone is 
entitled to the money. It will be remem- 
bered that Redwine was stopping at her 
boarding house, and, her suspicions be- 
coming aroused on account of Redwize’s 
exclusiveness, she reported the matter 
to Patrolman Wimbish, who went to her 
house and made the capture. She_says 
that Officer Wimbish is a paid guardian of 
the peace, and that he did no more than 
he was paid to do when he arrested 
Redwine: | 

Mrs. Oakes is a very determined wo- 
man, and will listen to no offers of 
compromise. A few daysago, Patrolman 
Wimbish went to her and offered a settle- 
ment of the affair. 

J proposed to her,“ said Wimbish, 
“that we divide the money equally. She 
made light of the idea, and said she 
was only willing to pay me $2 for making 
the arrest, whiclf is the price for making 
an arrest. Of course, I would not accept 
her offer of $2, and she would not accept 
mine of $500. I laid before her the fact 
that it would be best for her, as the 
amount would be eaten up by attor- 
neys’ fees, and she laughed and said 
that her lawyers were working for noth- 
ing: that a half-dozen had volunteered to 
take the case free of charge. 

“I am going to press my claim for the 
reward, and, now that she will not ac 
cept my offer of compromise, T shall con- 
tend for the full amount of the reward.” 

Officer Wimbish will urge that he was 
running great risk in going in upon the 
defaulter, as it was to be expected that 
he would meet with violent opposition, 
and most likely be fired upon. 

Mrs. Oakes is represented by Mr. 
Ulysses Lewis, who will push the case 
for her to its final issue. 

This three-cornered suit bids fair to be 
pressed with vigor by the three claimants, 
and President Hill will probably have the 
use of his $1,000 for a long time yet, 
while the dispute over it is being ad- 
justed by the courts.

TOO MUCH COTTON IS COTTON'S CURSE. 


Nesbitt Warns the Farmers 
That the Pleecy Staple Will Be Dead 
on the Market This Year.

This thing of planting less cotton appears 
ee ee the farmers of 


The regular monthly report of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture is just out and in it 
the commissioner takes much space in the 
consideration of this all important question. 

Ever since the war it has been the same 
old story. The planters of the south have 
had but one crop, and it is cotton. Al- 
though such a policy led to poverty and de- 
spair in some sections of the south and gave 
birth to all sorts of extreme movements, 
political and otherwise, and although it is 
known to every rational farmer in the 
southern states that an “all cotton” policy 
on the farm means lowér prices every year 
and consequent disaster to the southern 
country, yet with a persistence frightful to 
contemplate, these farmers seem to be plung- 
ing into the same old ruts again this year 
and it is with a tone of earnest appeal that 
Colonel Nesbitt appears before them 
in his regular monthly report and ialks 
about the utter hopeless prospect with such 
a policy. 

The commissioner's talk this month is, 
perhaps, the most interesting that he has 
ever issued from the agricultural depart- 
ment. Speaking on the cotton acreage ques- 
tion, which is after all the most vital ques- 


To those farmers who are still considerin 
the advisability of an all-cotton licy, 
would utter a word of warning. tr is the 
farmer who has not thought to provide for 
his corn crib or smokehouse until the past two 
months, who is suffering most today. Meat 
at 121-2 cents, with the lard pressed out, is 
not a very pleasant subject for the all-cotton 
fa.mer to consider, except as it may release 
him from the thraldom of mistaken methods 
and policies. And the man who e cts to buy 
his lard, and sell his cotton to the oil 
mills under the mistaken idea that he is mak- 
— a good trade, pays two or three times its 
value, when it comes back to him in the lard 
at 15 cents per pound. The selliag of the cot- 
ton seed to the merchant is all right, for in 
each ton of raw cotton seed applied to land 
there is $20 worth of oil which is absolutely 
wasted as the oil possesses n0 manurial value 
and cotton seed meal is the better fertilizer, 
but the farmer who buys his lard and 
moat is playing a losing game. If I can induce 
my fellow farmers to read and discuss these 
teas, even if they fall to agree with me, 
I will feel that one important step Naa been 
gained, i. e., that these discussions will bring 
to the front new ideas, and stronger reason for 
the abandonment of our ruinously false sys- 
tem, and the substitution of better and more 
remunerative methods. Of course my opin- 
ions are not invuluerable. Alread ve had 
farming to dissent from them, and my sugges- 
tions do not always receive the cordial support 
of my thinking friends, bu 1 do not object to 
fair criticism, and the good results of such dis- 
cussions will be seen later on. If every neigh- 
borhood throughout the state would reorganize 
their alliance clubs, with the distinct under- 
standing that their object is to foster and 
build up an interest in everything pertaining 
to agriculture and to permanently advance 
every interest connected with the farm, and 
peru only such questions to be discussed 
n their meetings, much light could be thrown 
on these questions fraught with such deep in- 
terest to every struggling farmer, and there 
would soon be a revival of that love for our 
country homes, ence so general among our 
people. The friction produced by the ideas 
brought out in these meetings, when intelli- 
gently discussed, would have a most salutary 
effect on our eutire farm economy. 

I cannot close this article without making 
an appeal for broad acres of oats, corn mil- 
let, potatoes, cane, and only so much cotton 
as you can produce ata profit. Ordinary land 
which produces only a bale to three acres is 
worked at a dead loss. Think seriously before 
you embark in such a 1uinous undertaking. 

Elsewhere in this report I publish a letter 
from a prominent farmer, which puts this 
question in such a strong light that nothing 
more need be said 

A Farmer’s Opinion. 


The letter referred to in the commis- 
sioner’s report is from a well known farmer 
in Georgia and this is what he has to say: 

It is generally admitted that with meat at 
8 cents per pound and corn at 75 cents per 
bushel, the average price of producing a 
pound of cotton is 8 cents. With these ad- 
mitted facts before the cotton growers, their 
policy should be to still further reduce the 
acreage and place the American crop as near 
as possible to a 7,000,000-bale basis, thus in- 
suring 10 cents a pound for cotton, or a 
profit to the farmer of at least 2 cents on the 
pound, but if to the contrary they return to 
an increased acreage, and an increased use of 
fertilizers, and produce a 9,000,000 or 10,000,- 
000-bale crop, values will be reduced below 7 
cents, and every pound of cotton will be sold 
at a net loss of 1 cent or more per pound. 
Which will the farffer choose, a decrease of 
labor and plenty of home supplies at a hand- 
some profit, or an increase of labor with 
smokehouses and corncribs in the west, and 
ruinous loss on the production of their cotton 
crop? Can any sane man hesitate? A 7,000,- 
000-bale crop will bring 10 cents, or in round 
numbers, $350,000,000; while a 9,000,000-bale 

will n not over 7 cents, or sa 
$315,000,000, a loss of revenue of $35,000,000, 
and how about the cost of roduction? To 
raise a 7,000,000-bale cr at 8 cents per

The dullness of late induced a 
good deal of local short selling, and tbe market be- 
came oversold to such an extent that the killing of the 
anti-option bill by congress scared many into cover- 
ing. Their buying, combined with that by ontsiders, 
and also by traders who believed that a change for 
better was now due, absorbed the offerings so readily 
that prices were advance ic in afew minutes.
